| Mexican Wanted for Murder, Ap- 
prehended in Los Angeles on Ad- 
vices from Mexico City. 

Ramon Castro, Mexican laborer 
and rebel sympathizer, wanted in 
Mexico, it is said, to answer to a 
charge of murder in the first degree, 
was taken into custody on the plaza 
yesterday, by Detectives Leon and 
Williams, working out of the Boyle 
Heights Station.

California: Must Wait Long 
for Election News. 


Jordan Fears State May 
Lose Representation. 


To Spare Disgrace He'll Do 
Something Radical. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
 BACRAMENTO (Cal.) Nov. 23.— 
Secretary of State Jordan has decided 
to wait until the second Monday in 
January if necessary, the last day for 
the California electoral candidates to 
meet in the State Capitol, to certify 
the election returns to Gov. Johnson, 
in the event contests or delays pre- 
vent certification before that date. If 
any counties are outstanding at that 
time, he will make certification to the 
Governor of those before him to save 
California the disgrace of a failure to 
be represented in the National Elec- 
toral College. 
JORDAN'S STATEMENT. 

In a statement authorized this 
afternoon, caused by the rumor that 
Wholesale recount proceedings would 
be filed in various counties ot the 
State, Jordan said: 

“It was never contemplated when 
the California election laws were 
created that such a contingency would 
arise. To certify to the Governor on 
next Monday with Les Angeles and 
Alameda counties Outstanding, would 
mean practically the distranchisemem 
of 150,000 voters. I cam not consider 
such an action as right and believe, 
notwithstanding the provisions of the 
certification laws, there fis no necessity 
for the issue of the certification at 
this time.

LIFE-SAVING REPORT. 

The three army boards that met at 
San Francisco, Newport News and 
Manila, for the examination of de- 
vices for saving lives at sea, have pre- 
pared their reports and they will be 
taken up by the military authorities 
in Washington, D. C., shortly.

CAVALRY MOVEMENTS.

Nov. 23,.-——-[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} Col. Pablo Escan- 
don, one of the wealthiest land own- 
ers of the republic, former Governor 
of the State of Mexico, has been 
thrown into prison and is being 
treated as a common criminal. His ar- 
rest has caused a profound sensa- 
tion, it being taken as proof that 
the conspiracy to overthrow the Ma- 
dero regime has taken, root in the 
In nermost government circles, for 
Escandon was Chief of Staff, for a 
time, of Madero, and is a brother of 
a former Governor of the Federal 
District. . 

The police have been instructed 
to arrest no fewer than 100 of the 
nation's wealthiest men, all on sus- 
picion, if not on evidence, that they 
have been giving moral and material 
aid to the insurrectos.

PASADENA, Nov. 24.—J. W. Fear.

was siain by having his throat slashed 
at about 7 o'clock last night at No. 
182 North Broadway, and the police 
are searching for Avalon Cramiey, 
known as “Tex” Cramley of Chino, 
who ts believed to have committed 
the crime. 

Howard Cramley of No. 39 North 
Far Oaks avenue, a waiter and broth- 
er of the fugitive, told Chief of Po- 
lice Wood and Coroner Hartwell last 
night that his brother had come to 
him and asked for money to get out 
of the city with, saying that he had 
eut Fear. He said that he gave him 
the money, not knowing at the time 
he actually handed it to him what 
he wanted it for. 

No motive can be found for the 
murder. The man who is accused 
of it, according to witnesses, had been

of Police said the accused man had 
come to the house to bring her some 
headache powders that his brother 
had sent.

EGULAR ARMY 
MAN TO HELP. 


PLANS TO RBEORGANIZE STATE 


SANITARY TROOPS. 
— 


Hospital and Ambulance Corps for 

Local National Guards to Be 
‘Formed in Few Days—Splendid 

Equipment to Be Furnished by 
Government. 

The long-talked-of establishment 

of a hospital and ambulance corps, 
completing the entire National Guard 
eontingent for Los Angeles, will in 
a few days become a fact, according 
to Capt. H. D. Thomason, U.S. A., for 
three years in charge of the Medical 
Department of the Militia of the 
United States, who is. registered at 
the Auditorium Hotel. 
He arrived here from Washington 
yesterday and during his sojourn in 
the State will reorganize entirely the 
sanitary troops and assist in bring- 
ing the local corps into life. He held 
a long conference with Maj. C. W. 
Decker of this city and it was decided 
to start recruiting for the new com- 
pany tomorrow morning at the Ar- 
mory building, Bighth and Spring 
streets. 


“The hospital company will have 
a staff of five medical officers, thir- 
ty-seven men and an equipmeyt of 
108 beds and sufficient supplies to 
cope with any emergency. The am- 
bulanee company will have the same 
number of officers, ten more men, 
twelve ambulance wagons, forty- 


the new arm of the militia, which

Angeles among the most complete 
and efficient in the United States. 
“In the reorganization of the State 
sanitary troops, the list of. officers 
will be changed and there will be 
ten majors, twenty-three captains and 
first leutenants, ten sergeants, 
twenty-nine corporals and 134 men,” 
he sald, “if the present plans are car- 
out. It is possible in the very 


‘aioe future, also, that all of the mi- 


litia will be placed on pay should 
the Federal pay bill for organized 
militia, which has been approved by 
the War Department and has passed 
the House, be carried. By thig bill, 
the officers will receive 15 per cent. 
of the pay of an officer of the same 
rank in the regular army ang the 
men will receive 20 per cent. This 
should help to make the service far 
more attractive than at the present 
time, and it will mean considerable 
higher pay than the regular army 
soldiers receive, when it is figured 
that the militiamen drill but one night 
a week.”

LOCAL CIGAR-MAKERS = 
WRAP WITH “FILLER.” 


OS ANGELES is one of the larg- 
est cigar-manufacturing points 
on the Pacific Coast, yet one 
would scarcely imagine that accord- 
ing to repcrts of government ap- 
praisers not a single pound of wrap- 
ping tobacco has been received from 
Havana at this port in five years. 
Queer, isn’t it? The government 
thinks so and a tobacco expert has 
been sent from the East to look Into 
the matter. A consignment of about 
$10,000 worth of tobacco is due With- 
in a few days from Cuba, end it will 
be the duty of this eXpert to see 
whether all of the shipments are 
made up of filler tobacco exclusively. 
The expert is Morros Parshelsky, 
connected with the special agents’ 
branch of the Treasury Department, 
with headquarters in Detroit. Par- 
shelsky spent some years in Cuba, 
and what he does not know about 
cigar-making tobacco is ont worth 
mentioning. 

It te believed that the” difference 
in the import duties levied on wrap- 
pers and fillers is at the bottom of 
the statement that not a single ship- 
ment of wrappers has been recelved 
at the local port. Wrapping tobacco 
and filler tobacco when mixed with 
more than 15 per cent. of wrapper 
tobacco, if unstemmed, pays a duty 
of $1.85 per pound; if stemmed, $2.50 
per pound: If the per cent. is less 
than 15, the rate Is that per cent. 
of the regular Fate, Filler tobacco 
pays a duty of 35 cents a pound, un- 
stemmed; 60 cents if stemmed. 
„Within fifteen months a single con- 
cern of Los Angeles tobacco deal- 
ers imported 90,000 pounds, and ac- 
cording to the appraisement it Was 
all “filler.” on which the smaller 
duty was levied and paid. 

There is no allegation of fraud in 
the matter of fixing the amount of 
duty to be paid, but the government 
fe of the opinion that it Is a bit queer 
that the hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of tobacco recelyed at the 
port every year consists exclusively of 
filler goods. The inquiry is especial- 
ly pertinent since it appears that the 
tobacco received pays the lesser duty. 
It might be possible that all of the 
cigars made in Los Angeles consisted 
only of “fillers” and ho “wrapper.” 
In that case the smokers ought to 
know about it.”

FRENCH PRISON MUTINY. 


(BY CABLE AND A. P. TU THE TIMES.) 
ROCHEFORT (France) Nov. 23.— 
Five persons were killed and three 


in the prison here Wednesday. 
Prisoners overpowered their guards 
and shot to death the warden and his 
wife. An officer and sailor who went 
to the assistance of the warden were 
dangerously wounded. 

Troops were summoned, and, after 
surrounding the building, drove the 
mutinous prisoners to the top floor 
of the prison and killed one of them. 

The two ringleaders barricaded 
themselves in a cell, which they de- 
fended desperately.

mitted suicide by shooting themselves.

The more severe 
cases could have been accommodated 
in the regular hospitals, where there 
is every convenience, both for opera- 
tions and treatment, while the less 
serious cases would have received all 
necessary care at the willing, though 
overworked Red Cross nurses. But the 
strain came too suddenly and cases 
were sent indiscriminately to the im- 
provised or to the regular hospitals.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 23.—Gen- 
erally Speaking, the Russian royalties 
are a fo00d-looking lot. To the un- 
travele@ American the number of the 
Russian Grand Dukes makes difficul- 
ties, for he finds it all but impossible 
to keep their personalities disentan- 
Hod. But in reality the matter is 
much simplified by the habit the Rus- 
mans have of appending their father’s 


names to their own, so that there 
should never be any cause 
for doubt as to the identity 


of eany of the Grand Dukes 
Thess gentlemen are by no means so 
numerous as is supposed. Every de- 
scendant of a Czar is not a Grand 
Duke, for the royal title is governed 
by special laws, only sons and grand- 
sons of a monarch being Imperial 
Highnesses, or Grand Dukes. Great- 
Srandsons of Russia's sovereigns are 
only Princes of Russia and “High- 
nesses,” 


A MORGANATIC WIFE. 

Of the twenty Grand Dukes of Rus- 
Sia the nearest to the throne, after 
the Csgarevitch, ts the Grand Duke 
Michael Alexandrovich, who never 
married royaity, has a morganatic 
wife, and has never been robust. He 
fs, of course, the Czar’s brother. 
Should the Czar, Czarevitch and the 
Grand Duke Michael (His Imperial 
Majesty’s brother) all die without 
heirs, the Russian crown would go to 
the eldest son of the Czar’s late fa- 
there brother, Vladimir. He is the 
Grand Duke Cyril. This gentieman, 
In epite of the unpopularity of his 
father, the late Grand Duke Vladimir. 
Who Was supposed to have been the 
@irect cause of the massacre on Red 
0 e 0 e Gran es, as 
of the present Sov- 
ereign, and is. moreover, one of the 
few sailors in the imperial family. 
He is both energetic and athletic, and 
fe much more of a Romanoff than is 
his cousin, the Czar. He and the 
Czar are by no means in love with 
each other, and in consequence the 
Grand Dtke Cyril is not often seen in 
St. Petersburg. 

Next to Grand Duke Cyril are his 
brothers, the Grand Dukes Boris and 
Andrew Viadimirovich, who are both 
soldiers. They and their brother Cyril 
were the only members of the Grand 
Ducal crowd who had the pluck to 
go to the front during the Russo- 
Japanese War. Their father. Viadi- 
mir, was the most able of the Grand 
Dukes, and he was certainly the hand- 
somest——a tall, military, regal-lonking 
man, much recalling the Emperor 
Nicholas of imperious memory. The 
(ars other living uncle is the Grand 
Duke Paul. 

Besides the Czar Alexander II. 
Nicholas 1 left three sons, Constantin, 
Nicholas and Michael, of whom only 
the last is alive. But the Grand Duke 
Constantin Nicholaevich is represent- 
ea by three sons, Nicholas Constan- 
tinevich. who ie more or less of an 
exile, and the Grand Dukes Constan- 
tin and Dmitri, both of whom are sol- 
ers, but not very prominent in Rus- 
sian life. The Grand Duke Nicholas 
Nicholaevich teft two sons. Nicholas 
and Peter Nicholaevich. who are also 
Soldiers . The Grand Duke Peter is a 
brother-in-law of the King of Ttaly, 
for he married the Princess Militza of 
Montenegro, elder sister of Queen 

He has one son, Prince Ro- 
man with whom this branch of the 
Romanoffse @isappears from the list of 
the Grand Dukes. ,

but from the parents, who are in the 
main business men, shopkeepers and 
engineers. They have recognized that 
for a French citizen at least an edu- 
cation which is not based upon what 
is, after all, the mother tongue of 
the Latin races is bullt upon sand. 
In school after school commercial 
classes have been suppressed in favor 
of classes in which the humanities are 
taught. Thus the Lycee Lykanal, 
which in the year 1909 had one class 
in which Latin was taught, against 
two in which it was not, sees this 
year the ratio exactly reversed. The 
Lycee Janson de Sailly counted two 
years ago 123 pupils on the classical, 
as against forty-six on the commercial 
side. This year the figures are 147 
and thirty-eight. Thus the classics 
have gained twenty-four adherents, 
while the modern side has scored a 
loss of eight. 

Greek, too, is sharing what is noth- 
ing less than a complete rehabilita- 
tion of the classics. The number of 
pupils professing Greek at the Lycee 
Condorcet has within a few years 
risen from twenty-three to eighty: yet 
the French father has a reputation 
for tong-headness, and is not at all 
likely to pay for a useless luxury.

It is not many years since the 
French theater freed itself from the 
yoke of the censor, and already play- 
wrights are anxious for the oppor- 
tunity once more to hug their chains. 

M. Capus speaks with no uncertain 
voice when he says: “The censorship 
must be restored, because its disad- 
vantages, which I do not deny, are 
nothing to those of the freedom we 
now enjoy. Besides, the censorship 
at ite worst never stified real talent. 
Under the new Udertartan regime 
obscenity and siander. and what, in 
my opinion, is far worse, vulgarity, 
tread the boards unashamed. If the 
censorship did not always suppress 
obecenity and personal attack it saw 
to ft, at least, that they were sea- 
apned by the saving salt of wit.“ 
DOCTOR SETS PATIENT AFLAME. 

A Lyons designer named Marin 
Chassin had to undergo an operation 
for appendicitis.

There is always something very 
characteristic in a war hospital. The 
prevalent note is of hope.

—as soon as pain has ceased to tor- 
ture them— hold high holiday, fight- 
ing their battle over again to sym- 
pathetic audiences of relatives. Bach 
man carefully preserves the bullet 
that is extracted from his wound. 
But the hospital gave sad evidence 
of the other side of the picture. 
There were men shot through the 
lungs or the abdomen who had suf- 
fered a forty-eight hours’ journey 
in ordinary § freight 
wounds unattended except 
rough dressings applied on the field. 
At Belgrade they were transferred to 
ordinary cabs, jolted over the cob- 
bled roads for two miles and then put 
into some schoolroom crammed with 
beds and for days without medical 
aid. I have seen a man wounded 
four days before, still wearing the 
rough bandage torn from his shirt 
that he wrapped around his wound or 
the field. | 

THE GRIM TOTAL. 

The Servians cannot be blamed for 
these things. It must be remembered 
that already the wounded in this lt- 
tle town exceeds the total of the years 
of war in South Africa, Spanish- 
America and the Philippines. The ef- 
forts that the women of the city, 
including the wives of foreigners, 
have made to deal with the crisis, are 
to their abiding honor. But with- 
out funds and without doctors they 
can do but little. Servia ts unfor- 
tunate in that while both her allies 
and her foe have received foreign as. 
sistance in large measure, she has 
been left to fight her battle alone. If 
philanthropy seeks an outlet it fs 
waiting here. Even half a dozen doc- 
tors and as many trained nurses 
could do much towards supplemen 
ing the existing trained staff. |

CHOLERA CAMP HORRORS. 


Heart-Rending Scenes of Misery 
and Suffering at San Stefano Tell of 
Terrible Price of War. 

[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.} 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.— 
Heart-rending scenes of suffering and 
misery are enacted daily at the Turk- 
ish cholera camp at San Stefano. The 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press, accompanied by the Secretary 
of the Foreign Embassy and by Maj. 
Clyde S. Ford, U. 8. X., who ts here 
on leave of absence, paid a visit there. 
Two Ottoman soldiers were standing 
on guard at the entrance to the camp, 
but they made no move. Their duty 
was to prevent those within the cor- 
don from escaping and not to hinder} 
other people from entering. 

A nauseating picture was witnessed 
at the side of the railroads. The 
bodies which had been thrown from 
trains, lay as they had fallen. Some 
of them struct on top of the em- 
bankment; others had rolled part of 
the way down, and some had reached 
the bottom. Some of the corpses lay 
stiffly alone. Others were in groups 
of threes or fours. 

Around a one-story stable at the 
foot of the embankment was a group 
of sixty dead and dying, lying close 
together on the slopes of a manure 
pile, which the sick men had found 
softer than the hard ground. One 
man on top of the pile was digging 
with his fingers a sort of trough in 
which to lie. The trough soon became 
his grave. 

A troup of tents stood in the cen- 
ter, where four or five Turkish sol- 
diers wearing the armpiece of the 
Red Crescent stood on guard In- 
side, the sick and dead lay in groups. 
The doctor on duty counted twenty- 
two patients tn one tent, while double 
that number lay outside, sheltered 
from the wind by the can Some 
of the stricken men fou difficulty 
in getting into the Moslem position 
for prayer, looking toward the east. 
One praying victim was so weak that 
he could not replace his bianket 
* 1 his head when the wind blew 
it off. 

The Red Crescent attendants made 
no attempt to assist any of these suf- 
fering soldiers, not

BLOODIEST BATT!.E OF WAR. 
Almost Forty Thousand Lives Sac- 
rificed in Capture of Monastir. 
Ferocity on Both Sides. 
[BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES.) 
BELGRADE (Servia) Nov. 23.— 
Twenty thousand of the 80,000 
Turks who defended Monastir were 
killed or wounded in the four-day 
battle that preceded the capture of 
the city by the Servian army. The 
Servian loss was almost as great. In 
the defense of the fortress the in- 
habitants of the city fought with 
great ferocity, side by side with the 
Turkish regulars. They hed been 
armed with rifies provided dy the 
regular army. The Turks had 100 


guns. 

brunt of the attack on the 
fortress was borne by the Servian in- 
fantry. The men waded breast-deep 
in the water of the surrounding 
marshes and took position after po- 
sition by sheer dogged determina- 
tion. 

The Turkish troops on Tuesday of 
this week made a last desperate ef- 
fort to break through the surround- 
ing Servians’ cordon and in meas- 
ure succeeded.

One of the largest individual hold- 
ings near Riverside, the Sunny Slope 
rancho, was put on the market during 
the past week.

Gravel Basin, Is Then Forced Into 

Narrow Channel Tapped by Tunnel. 

RIALTO, Nov. 23.—At a cost of ap- 
proximately $250,000, the Fontana 
Company of Los Angeles has just 
completed what is said to be one of 
the most comprehensive irrigation 


-| Systems in the Southwest. The system 


waters the 4000-acre citrus tract of 
the Fontana Company, lying adjacent 
to this city. The water is developed 
from the flow of Lytle Creek. More 
than 100 miles of concrete mains have 
been laid in the tract, and ingenious 
methods resorted to in order to con- 
struct the system.

Organized throughout the 
United Kingdom played the un- 
reasoning and unreasonable tyrant too 
long, and has never before been con- 
fronted with such determined oppost- 
tion to trade union tyranny as it te 
today on the part of both employers 
and free labor. The trade unions have 
been for a long time rampant in their 
restrictive and intolerant demands, 
and we are determined to put a stop 
to these species of blackma!!l once and 
for all. For blackmail it is, and can- 
not truthfully be called by any other 
name. It blackmails employer be- 
cause it insists upon getting some- 
thing which economic necessity says 
would injure employers if it were got, 
and chouses an employer out of his 
liberty by coercing him, when it can, 
into carrying on his business in a way 
that he himself knows would be dis- 
astrous to him. And it blackmails 
those working men who refuse to help 
in the blackmailing, by forcibly 
keeping them away from their work, 
thus robbing them of the wages they 
would otherwise have earned, and of 
that freedom to work unhindered 
which is the birthright of everyone. 
And it blackmails even the blackmail- 
ers themselves, for strikes inevitably 
bring loss to them and theirs, and to 
the country as a whole, of which they 
form part. The recovery of the right 
for every man to run his own busi- 
ness according to the dictates of his 
own best business judgment, and of the 
right of every man to work—every 
man who has nothing but his hands 
and his dexterity to live by, whether

Let us now refer briefly to one 
greater handicap under which Ameri- 
can manufacturers suffer. 

German and English manufacturers 
find at their coast line shipping com- 
panies eager to facilitate the com- 
merce of those lands. Do we? All 
the way from Hongkong by way of 
India to New York I saw not one 
American flag on a ship. One vessel 
bearing our flag had been in Calcutta 
within a year. I saw a neat merchant 
steamer carrying the flag of Sarawak 
and three good merchant steamers 
carrying the flag of Greece, but none 
of ours. We have all discussed this 
theme in public heretofore as if it 
were a matter for our shipbuilders 
or our shipowners chiefly to consider, 
or as if our sailors were most in in- 
terest, but this is not so, There is 
no worker in any factory throughout 
our broad land that is not a sufferer 
by the absence of our own merchant 
Ships, and we all are daily losers by 
it. Consider what the position of a 
city like St. Louis would be if all 
the railroad lines entering it and ev- 
ery steamboat line upon the river also 
were not only owned in Chicago, but 

ere deliberately operated in the spe- 
c and peculiar interest of Chicago 
and with the purpose of developing 
the trade of Chicago at the expense 
of all others. How long, think you, 
would the business man of St. Louls 

rosper under that pressure? But 
his is virtually what we encounter 
at our water front. Our goods there 
enter, with rare exceptions, into the 
hands of shipping lines whose chief 
interest it is to develop the commerce 
of their own nations. They are glad 
to get, of course, the business flow- 
ing from our shores, and in a degree 
must so far cater to it as not to lose 
it, but throughout the preference 
must be given in their connections 
and in their management to those 
who are our competitors and who 
are their compatriots. If jt can be 
realized that all Americans, mant- 
facturers and farmers alike, who seek 
export trade are constantly handi- 
capped by having to ship their goods 
through the bands of our commercial 
antagonists, we shall be more dis- 
posed to do something serious to re- 
store our merchant marine. We have 
talked subsidy and we have talked 
differential duties, and we Have talked 
free ships, but in this great practical 
America no men have yet arisen com- 
manding enough to say effectually on 
this vital theme: Get together. Can- 
not personal and special interest be 
put aside and the demand for some- 
thing creative come up from. every 
factory in our land so strongly that 
we shall all know what the owners 
and the workers tn our mills are com- 
ing to know, that they are the real 
sufferers. Then this handicap upon 
our industries may cease. We have 
set off too long one man’s “kicks” 
against. the others prejudice, and 
rather than please or offend someone 
we have all fallen intoythe ditch. It 
is time to get something done.

eeountry; and from everywhere came 
ecceptances by thousands. Local 
committees to take care of every 
feature of the spectacle were ap- 
Pointed. Men who have long since 
passed over the great divide were in 
direction of the unparalleled as- 
semblage. More than 100 mesdames 
and misses, nearly all of whom had 
been attendants on the fleld of battle, 
or in field hospitals, or in service 
organized. at homes to send relief 
supplies to the front—all of them of 
prominent families—were appointed 
to supervise the decoration of City 
Hall, the most spacious meeting place 
of the Pittsburgh of more than half 
a century gone, and which was to be 
used for the preliminary organization. 
A Wigwam for a vast audience was 
arranged for in “Commons” of old 
Allegheny City, now a part of Pitts- 
burgh, the “Commons” long having 
been converted into beautiful parks of 
the North Side. 

Tremendous were the preparations 
necessary and made. Some of the 
most eloquent orators of the country 
eagerly accepted invitations to ad- 
dress the soldiers and sailors and the 
multitude of civilians who were sure 
to be present. Among those earliest 
accepting were Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler, Gen. Nathaniel P. Banks, Gen. 
A. E. Burnside, Gen. James A. Gar- 
field, Gen. John A. Logan, Gen. J. 
A. Chamberlin, and as a matter of 
course, Andrew Gregg Curtin, the 
“Great War Governor’ of Penns. - 
vania, Gen. John W. Geary, who suc- 
ceeded him, Gen. John F. Hartranft, 
one ot the successors of Geary in the 
Governor’s chair of the Keystone 
State, and a host of others from ev- 
ery State of the Union. One of the 
youngest of the| honored ones taking 
a part in the nd spectacle vas 
Maj. and Lieut.-Col. Harrison Gray 
Otis, then of Ohio, 
rank in the great war when he was 
but 26 years of age, who served 
through that war, was later in the 
civil service of his State, and of the 
United States, and who earned new 
honors and promotion to the rank of 
brigadier-general in the Philippines 
“for meritorious service, at the bat- 
tie of Caloocan, March 24, 1888,“ and 
who has for years been editor and 
manager of the Los Angeles Times. 

One of the stirring incidents of the 
day, which was not a part of the 
convention, was the coming of An- 
drew Johnson and his ‘suite on the 
evening of the 13th of September. 
The organizers of the cofivention re- 
jected any proposition to offer a for- 
mal reception. in frosty politeness 
the city authorities made ition 
of the fact that the President of the 
United States was “in our midst.” 
When Johnson attempted to speak to 
a crowd which had assembled out 
of mere curiosity, he was hooted and 
hissed and pelted with epithets, and 
would have been pelted with some- 
thing more substantial had not Gen. 
Grant and Admiral Farragut stood at 
his side. Johnson was forced to re- 
tire amid calls for Grant. The fore- 
most soldier stepped forward, bowed, 
saluted, and brought to the front 
Farragut, for whom there were 
vociferous calls. The admiral said a 
few Words of thanks for the “cordial 
reception; and thus ended an episode 
which might.have been much more 
unpleasant. 

With constantly-increasing enthu- 
siasm at last came the evening of 
twenty-fourth, with a torchlight 
cession and a reception of the great 
ones, renowned in war by land and 
sen. City Hall had been magnificent- 
ly decorated. ‘The national colom in 
every form covered the walls. Pa- 
triotic mottoes and patriotic poetical 
atotations abounded, among them the 
familiar, ““‘What constitutes a State? 
Not high-raised battlements or la- 
bored mounds; and one in - prose 
more pertinent: “The principles of 
constitutional freedom, which our gal- 
lant soldiers and sailors consecrated 
with their. bileod, prove their na- 
tion’s richest. inheritance. May they 
be peacefully diffused throughout the 
land until every human being shall 
partake of the blessing!” 

The torchlight processior. was one 
of the most splendid spectacles ever 
seen. Thousands of veterans partici- 
pated, marching as men fresh ‘from 
the wars, only could march; thous- 
ands of citizens marched, not so well 
but just as enthusiastically. All the 
main streets in the business sections 
of the two cities were traversed, and 
hundreds of thousands of spectators 
looked on and rent the very skies 
with their cheers for the soldiers and 
sailors, for Lincoln and the great 
heroes of the war. mingled with boots 
and jeers for Andrew Johnson. 

The President of the United States, 
through the tragedy of assassination, 
be confined to countries 


for him mingled with cheers for the 
patriots of the. Union cause. Men 
who had been maimed too wretched- 
ly to march, stood in that vast crewd 
and gave vent to execration of the 
President, who would restore to such 
power as might be, the very States 
and the very men who had provoked 
the greatest of wars. Mothers, who 
had lost husbands and sons, stood 
in that mighty throng and wondered 
at a mystery of destiny which threat- 
ened to elevate to the full panoply 
of citizenship and stateship, the very 
powers which had produced all this 
chaos of destruction of human life 
and property. embodied in the per- 
sohality of a man who had come into 
executive power after murder, and 
who threatened to use the army and 
navy, of which he was the constitu- 
tional head, to establish himself: as 
dictator: and they wept., and while 
they wept, prayed that the new evil 
that might not come upon 


them. 

As the marchers. marched for 
hours, torches blazing, as though they 
were camp fires, fife and drum and 
braten band sounding as though mak- 
ing the terrible music of reawakened 
carnage, cheers for the Union min- 
gied with execrations of the man who 
seemed bent on undoing the best 
that had b.en won through splendid 
victories or in dire defeats, to the 
final shot and ‘thrust to save the Un- 
ion, uphold the Declaration and vin- 
dicate the revolution against foreign 
tyranny. Every onlooker, every par- 
taker, was led up to the conviction 
that any compromise, any effacement 
ef the results of the war must be 
made impossible. It was demon- 
stratice whith made a chapter in his- 
tory, and which led to an impeach- 
ment and trial, which, though result- 
ing in nominal acquittal, taught the 
Executive and the whole country a 
deathless lesson. 

Men ot national name and fame 
were there — too many names to write 
down. Men who had served fearless-

men who had written for readers in 
all lands the story of victory or de- 
feat while themselves exposed to the 
missiles of death, like. soldiers, such 
as J. B. McCullagh, Murat Halstead, 
Join Russell Young, Harrison Gray 
Otis, Gen. Felix Agnus, H. V. N. 
Boynton, Ben Perley Poore, and scores 
t other writers, had come to see the 
demonstration that should make for 


a new and lasting victory for the Un- 
ion cause. 

They who at this day cannot say 
“all of which I saw and part of which 
I was,” cannot have the scintiila of 
an idea of the meaning, the grandeur, 
the near tragedy of the spectacle. 


The mere routine of organization, 


the choice of a temporary chairman, 
the election of Gen. and Gev. J. D. 
Cox of Ohio, as permanent chairman, 
the appointment and work of com- 
mittees count for nothing at this dis- 
tant day. As proof that the feeling 
thus described is in no wise over- 
drawn, take portions of the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions, of 
which Gen. Butler was chairman: 

“We indorse Co in right- 
eously excluding from places of honor 
and trust the chief conspirators and 
guiltiest rebels, whose perjured crimes 
have drenched the land in fraternal! 
blood; we declare that the President 
as an executive officer has no right 
to a policy as against the legislative 
department of the government; that 
his attempt to fasten his schemes of 
reconstruction upon the country is a 
usurpation as dangerous as it is un- 
wise; his acts in sustaining it have 
retarded the restoration of peace and 
unity; they have converted con- 
quered rebels into impudent claimants 
for rights they have forfeited and 
places they have deserted; if con- 
summated they der the sacrifices 
of the nation useless; the loss of lives 
of our buried comrades vain, and the 
war in which we have so gloriously 
conquered what his present friends 
in convention at declared to 
be faflure. 

“The right of conquerors to legis- 
late for the conquered has been rec- 
ognized by the public laws of all civil- 
ized nations; when the President 
claims that by the aid of the army 
and navy he might make himself dic- 
ta tor he Insults every soldier and sail- 
or of the republic; that te the Union 
men of the South, in thelr present 
dark hour of trial, when they are be- 
ing persecuted and murdered by 
thousands solely because they are now 
and have been true to the govern- 
ment, we will not prove recreant to 
our obligations, but will stand by and 
protect with our lives those brave men 
who remained true to us when all 
around them was false and faithless; 
that no officer, soldier or sailor who 
left his flag to serve with our enemies 
ought ever to have a place in the 
army or navy of the Union,” and 
more to similar effect. 3 

As further illustration of the spirit 
that permeated all the proceedings of 
the convention, take a few excerpts 
from the long address of Gen. Butler 
September 26, 

y: 

“We might have well hoped that 
when the last rebel had surrendered, 
when our armies were victorious ev- 
erywhere, the peace, unity and con- 
cord would prevail. 
for country 


‘tive of the nation, assuming for him- 
self the strength of mind and r 
pose to deal with the question which 
he should have presented to the gov- 
ernment of the United States in Con- 
gress assembled. He undertook by his 
own fiat to reconstruct the country. 
It was an act for the power to do 
which no President had ever before 
laid claim. 

“Because Abraham Lincoln was 
elected, eleven States, with the sym- 
pathy of two or three more, revolted 
from the Union, raised armies, seized 
public property and put themselves in 
such position that the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided that all 
the people of their territories were as 
public. enemies in civil and 
te | war. „ at this point, 
fellow soldiers, should we stop to con- 
aer their condition? If they were 
not out of the Union, certain it is 
that all the Union was out of them. 

“All the armed soldiers represent- 
ing these States surrendered them- 
selves as prisoners of war—mark you, 
surrendered themselves—everything 
they had, to our’victorious arma Is 
there any man here who will claim 
that by surrender men get rights? 
That a man conquers by saying, 1 
give up?, Then since they gat no 
rights what did they become?’ What 
did they claim that they were? What 
did they claim indemnity’as? As pa- 
roled prisoners of war. Now, my 
doubting friends, if any there are here, 
is not paroled prisoners of war very 
poor material for making sovereign 
States of this Union out of? I deal 
with the question fully and fairly what 
they mean. You may call their terri- 
tories conquered pro 
but our governors. I won't 
that.“ 

We say no State can take a foot 
of American soll from under the au- 
thority of the American government 
or the pretection of the American 
flag. We say the obligation of every 
man remained the same to the Unit- 
ed States, but the distinction we make 
is this: They lost their rights by the 
crimes they committed, but did not 

of their obligations. 

“T "would answer, if the question 
were put by the President: Could you 
hang 8,000,000 of people? No, God 
forbid! but you begin by hanging 
one and we will tell you when to 
stop. Mr. Davis is perhaps not the 
worst man of the southern Confeder- 
acy, but he accepted its presidency; 
he played for an empire, and he 
played the game boldly. He staked 
his life on the result, and now let 
him pay the forfeit, that no man shall 
plot treason in the halls of C 
of the United States“ 

Gen. Butler deseribed at length the 
education of Robert E. Lee at West 
Point, and how, when he had been 
petted and nm honors and rank, 
and had sworn to serve his country, 
he deserted to the worst enemy his 
country ever had, and then en- 
claimed: 

“Fellow soldiers, what shall be done 
to a man who deserts his flag and 
takes with him the secrets of his 
commander for the uses of that en- 

At this there was a tremendous 
outcry frdm thousands: Shoot him;” 
“No, don’t give him the death of a 
soldier!" “Hang him!” The tension 
of the moment was terrible, but if 
was relieved: by some sarcastic wit, 
who shouted: “Ah, wear him and let 
him go!” 

Another episode of that great day 
was the reception by the vast audi- 
ence of the speech of the fiery Gen. 
Gibson, of Ohio, when he said: “Shall 
the loyal men of the country recon- 
struct the southern seceded territories 
on the principles of justice and lib- 
erty, or shall that reconstruction be 
given over to red-handed rebels? The 
surviving soldiers and sallors of the 
republic possess the power to settle 
this great question and by God's help 
they will. Every rebel should be dis- 
franchised. Really, the only right to 
which the traitor is entitled is thir- 
teen feet of hempen rope.“ 

While the last day of this historic 
assembly was rich in display of a 
long parade, with speeches similar in 
moment to the sentiments quoted, no- 
tabiv, the address of Gen. Nathaniel 
„ Banks and that of Gen. Franz 
Sigel, the day of most incisive utter- 
ance was the second, September 26, 
and the address of Gen. Butler. The 
twenty-seventh was largely devoted 
to parades and display. The shouting 
of the vast multitude was long anda 
loud for the rant of Congress, and 
not of the accidental President from 
Tennessee. to decide as to methods 
of reconstruction. The over-ruling

Advance in Copper Rates Is 
Leading Incentive. 


New Process to Be Tried Out 
at Smelter.

REDDING (Cal) Nov. 21.—There 
is a strong probability that the Bully

endeavoring to obtain parmission’ 


from the Federal government to blow 
in one furnace to test the electrical 
smelting process devised at the plant. 
The smelter, which was formerty 
one of the leading copper-producing 
plants tn the Shasta copper belt, has 
been idle about two and a half years, 
following the charge that fumes were 
ng government timber.

trailing, and the management made 
no strenuous effort to resist the com- 
plaints of the Federal authorities. But 
th the advance in price of the 
red metal from 12 to over 17 cents 
per pound, every company having

duce at full capacity. 

For months the company has been 
experimenting with a process to pro- 
duce copper from the sulphides by 
the use of electricity. It is under- 
stood that developments have pro- 
gressed to a stage where conditions 
warrant extended runs under prac- 
tical conditions, It is believed the 
government will permit the company 
to conduct experiments along the 
broad lines desired, as in the winter 
season the fumes can do little harm 
to the timber. Agricultural interests 
are not affected, as the smelter is sit- 
uated in a region remote from farm- 
ing sections. 

e Bully Hill mines are the deep- 
est in the Shasta belt, and the ore 
is noted for a high copper content 
and good gold and silver values. New 
York people are heavily interested.

Several plans were 
suggested by which to trap the graft- 
ers, but they were 
impracticable.
